I am definately no expert but I have noticed a few things about kits. The 
kits that are simpler to build tend to be more difficult to run and vice 
versa. 


I started in QRP by building the "49er", a very simple 40 M transceiver 
that ran on 9 volts. I even worked people with it. But there was very 
little filtering of the signal so I had to learn to ignore extraneous CW 
signals while concentrating on the person I was communicating with. On 
the other hand if you want to try a more complicated rig it will be easier 
to use when you are done but you may need someone more experienced than 
yourself (certainly more experienced than me ;-) to align your rig. 


I remember hearing about a course with a textbook built around the Norcal 
40 (others on this group will correct me if I am wrong ;-) which allowed 
you to learn about design theory while building an actual working radio. 
This sounds to me like it could be very worthwhile.

I have owned a FT817 for about a year now. I actually 
bought one of the first ones to hit the used market. 
It was sold on ebay because of the itty bitty buttons. 
This is not really a flaw. I had assumed when I bought 
it that it had the NOAA WX capabilities. I was only 
mildly disappointed. I routinely carry a VX1R which is 
programmed to cover just about any frequency between 
6O0mhz 1GHZ. I use it for the NOAA monitor. It is a 
perfect backpacking partner to the £t817. Both have 
the auto range transponder system. ARTS. This is 
helpful in back country camping or SAR work. I bought 
the FT-817 primarily as a HF QRP rig. However it dose 
so much more and it s small size makes it easy to 


travel with. 

The disadvantages are the insatiable appetite for 
volts and amps. It also heats a snow cave to the 
melting point. Still, not a bad rig. It just means I 
am limited by one day on the trail. That is I carry a 
extra gel cell or solar panel rather than a days food. 
The other disadvantage that I can see is there is a 
pattern of break down problems developing. I base this 
on the Yahoo FT-817 group. I may try to do a survey on 
this group to see just what is going on with the rig. 
One problem that crops up is the external power plug 
separates from the motherboard. There also seems to be 
some problems with the CPU. This is bad because the 
rig is dependent on the processor to do just about 
everything. The brain dies, it is dead! I worry that 
it may not have the toughness for serious field work. 

Nevertheless, I love this rig. The concept is great. 
I will run it till it breaks and then decide if I want 
another one. The rig has really revived my interest in 
ham radio in general and specifically in qrp. I 
currently use it as my primary HF rig.

The FT-817 isn't a dream rig for CW for the following reasons: 


1. The stock filter is much too wide. There is an optional 500 Hz CW filter. 


2. It's doesn't have full QSK. You can almost get QSK by setting the T/R 
delay very low, but it's relay switched, so it is noisy. 


3. The first code element sent after switching to transmit is shortened 
somewhat. 


4. The IMD dynamic range, and especially the close-in IMD dynamic range 
(a bigger deal on CW than on SSB, because the signals are narrower) 
isn't competitive with the best designs. 


5. Changing the keyer speed requires going into the menus. 
6. There are no CW memories. 


None of these are deal-breakers; the 817 is certainly useable on CW, 
especially with the optional CW filter. But it won't make you give up 
your K2.

3. The first code element sent after switching to transmit is shortened 
somewhat. 


4. The IMD dynamic range, and especially the close-in IMD dynamic range 
(a bigger deal on CW than on SSB, because the signals are narrower) 
isn't competitive with the best designs. 

5. Changing the keyer speed requires going into the menus. 

6. There are no CW memories. 

None of these are deal-breakers; the 817 is certainly useable on CW, 


especially with the optional CW filter. But it won't make you give up 
your K2.

I've got one -- and love it.... especially having a small package that can sit 
on the dash board (using a couple of velcro strips) and tune 6m from the front 
panel antenna, and then work HF off the rear coax connector with the flip of a 
bandswitch. 


I paid $615 for mine--purchased from Gigaparts or Megaparts or named something 
like that in Birmingham, AL. Then I had W4RT Systems (also of Birmingham) pick 
the rig up directly, install the dual filters for CW and SSB and return it to 
the selling store, who then shipped it to me in CA. 


So, I paid $615 for the rig. Paid NO SALES TAX (which is now more than 8% here 


in much of CA) and they shipped it free! Sale tax and shipping was about 
one/fourth the cost of the combo-filter. I could have also bought a single 
bandwidth filter (either CW or SSB) for about half the price of the filter I 
purchased. (See combo filter writeup in last summer's QRP-Arci Quarterly). 


I don't own a K2 -- but I've read the receiver specs on both rigs, and I'm sure 
the K2 is superior. So if you're looking for a competition grade rig with a 
terrific receiver for all bands between 160 (option) and 80-10 -- and have the 


time to put it together (or the inclination to have it hired done) then the K2 
is the better rig. 


But it you want an all-around 160-thru-3/4M rig (except for 220mHz), plus a lot 
of other receive frequencies in between, plus the convenience of picking one up 
at a radio store and putting it on the air in your car on the way home(!) then 
go for the FT-817. 


Does it work CW with the filter? You bet. I used it in the ARRL CW and SSB 
contests, and it will be the rig of my choice in the CQWW DX (both), the ARRL SS 
(both), and a few other contests between now and then. 


CW features are lacking----yes. But consider this: I also own an FT-847 which 
was about $1800 a couple of years ago. Also menu driven, also 160-thru-3/4m 
LESS 220 ... but does not even have a VOX (the FT-817 does)!!! The FT-847 does 


have DSP (which the FT-817 does not have), and the FT-847 has the receiver 
sensitivity, signal slicing ability, etc., that the FT-817 lacks. 


But at 1/3 the price I paid for the FT-847 (the FT-847 is less now than I paid 
for it), the FT-817 offers a lot. 


One other confession: I really enjoy listening to SHORTWAVE RADIO with this rig 
while driving home from work! I hear a lot of foreign stations on the 6mHz, 
9.5mHz, and 11mHz bands while using either a 10M base-loaded vertical or a 40M 
Iron Horse mag mount! 


Heck, I even like listening to WWV in the car on 10mHz!!! 
Usual disclaimer applies---I paid for it, etc.

Hi Folks: 


I don't know how much pcb board you're cutting up, but I get the impression 
you're aiming for a small manufacturing unit. 

Using 'KISS' techniques, I find it is easy to cut with an ordinary 12 inch 
hacksaw, with a few precautions. 

First, hold the board vertically in a vice (vise over there), protecting the 
board faces with with thick cardboard or thin plywood, then saw with the 
blade at a very acute angle to the board - say 5 or 10 degrees - and you'll 
find it cuts without judder and will follow a straight line. 

Practise on an odd scrap - this works well for me. 

A carbide tipped blade will last longer.

(Please accept my apologies if this is redundant, but an earlier draft of 
this message went out error-free, but it didn't appear in yesterday's 
digest. I'm resending because I would like to know if this is something 
new, ox something that I've just overlooked in postings/lit.) 


I've just thrown together an LED tuning indicator that I'm really enjoying. 
The basic circuit is a Stockton-type directional coupler with a couple of 
transistor amplifiers capacitively-coupled to the outputs. 1k resistors in 
series to keep the amplifiers from unduly affecting impedence (Sure, FET's 
would be better, but this was a late-night, from-the-junkbox effort). I 
biased the transistor bases just to the point of conduction, and then hooked 
the collectors up to the cathodes of a dual-color red/green LED. A resistor 
between V+ and the LED limits the maximum current available to the common 
anode, which should also help protect the transistors. 


A 180mV P-P signal is needed to just barely bring one of the LED elements 
on. Not bad, or so I'm thinking at this point in time. Well, that's with 
an 80m signal. I need to evaluate over a wider frequency range. 


The basic idea comes from how our eyes respond to color. For those of us 
fortunate enough to have color vision, we tend to see color shifts more 


readily than changes in strength. So, we are more sensitive to a green 
contamination of red (or vice versa) than we are to a comparable strength 
shift. For a transmitter tune-up, you just have to tune for the cleanest 
red or green. 


Anyone else been playing with these? Do we have blue/yellow dual LED's 
available, yet? I would really like to try a unit with yellow as the 
forward and blue as the reflected power; only a hint of blue is needed to 
visibly green-shift a yellow (which is why we use blue-tinted vehicles at 
work to strength-check yellows).

I think I was the one who originally implied that the FT-817 wasn't an 

ideal CW rig, in another context, so I felt obliged to expand on that 

comment. That discussion was about why the 817 is dominant in the SSB 

QRP scene. A summary of the earlier discussion: 


1. Lots more 817s have been sold than K2s (perhaps 4:1). 

2. The 817 is SSB-ready out of the box; the K2 needs the SSB option and 
a microphone. 

3. The K2 is a better CW rig than the 817, so it tends to be bought by 
CW fans. Many never even install the SSB option. 


But, as I said in the more recent message, the 817 certainly can be used 
on CW. I will add now that it's also an infinitely better VHF/UHF rig 
and general coverage receiver than a K2, since the K2 can't do either of 
those things at all. As you point out, the FT-817, even with the filters 
added, is less expensive than a fully tricked-out K2, and you don't have 
to build it. If I had the budget to own one in addition to my K2, I'd go 
for it. 


But I wouldn't use it for CW contests. For that purpose (assuming you're 
planning to operate QRP), the K2 really IS pretty close to a "dream rig" 
in my opinion; in pure performance, it matches up well with anything out 
there, and it has everything you need built in. (Where it falls short of 
perfection is user interface - and to improve that, you'd need a bigger 
box. And some of the really big gun contesters might lament the absence 
of a second receiver.) And this goes double for "field operation" 
contests like QRP Afield, QRP To The Field, and the Flight of the 
Bumblebees; you get all that performance in a small, light box, and its 
power consumption is low enough for a full day of operation on batteries. 


So, as always, you pays your money and you takes your choice. The FT-817 
is a fine radio. If my priorities were different, I would have bought 
one. If I had to own just one radio for everything, including VHF and 
UHF, it would be at the top of my list. (I like small, carryable radios; 
for that reason, otherwise admirable choices like the IC-706 or FT-100 
wouldn't do as the only rig I owned, whereas the 817 could even replace 
your HT.)

When the Helical-Conical came in the door with KD1JV attached, my first 
impression was that he'd managed to grab a portion of Madonna's underwear. 
Second impression, (he's not a party goer, really) was that he'd been seduced by 
those pyramid people and he was on a mission to spread the word. That didn't fit 
the Profile either, soo... 


We hung the contraption from a kite string hanging from a big Hemlock in the 
back yard, about 4' off the ground, and spread teh three radials. Faced (?) the 
thing roughly West, ran about 35' of coax back to the shack and plugged ‘er in. 
Tuned easy and flat. Noise and sigs way down compared to my Eighty-Eight, so we 
searched for sigs who were willing to break from contesting long enough to 
experiment. (hard to find in that white-knuckled, frothy-mouth crowd) We did 
manage a contact in FL and one in IN, proving that it did work, tho at approx. 
2-3 S-units down. I didn't want to admit it.... still can't understand how a 
"shorted, twisted twin lead" could work as an antenna on 20m. 


My mind still imagines a "Phased Pair", satin lined, of course. More later

The last pcb that I had made from Uvonics (Columbus) recommended 37 mil 
plated. A 1n4002 lead fits nicely, a 20AWG stranded will fir but very 
tightly. 22AWG is fine. 


Your best bet is when designing the board, check the datasheets of the 
parts you are specifing and go with one size that will fit the largest 
standard leaded part (if possible). This cuts down on the number of 
drill changes, and thus the cost. It may not be the prettiest, but when 
its done, you won't be able to tell. Uvonics is at Uvonics.com.

Good post .... overall I would agree with most of it, and definitely feel 
strongly about my 817. I would like to comment on two points 


(1) ‘insatiable appetite for volts and amps' - thats relative. To Spartan 
Sprinters and K-1 people its a downright pig. To Anyone has owned a full 
size HF rig its got a modest appetite. Its nominal receive current draw is 
480ma, this can be gotten down just under 300 ma by a number of strategies. 
But a 7 AH gelcell and a 5 or 10 watt solar panel can go a long way 


(2) 'a pattern of breakdown problems' - yes and no .... There are vast 
number of us who have had 817's for a year or more and had no problems at 
all. The ‘pattern' which has emerged leans mostly towards rigs that are 
either dead out-of-the-box or in the first month or two. That to me sounds 
more like a QC problem than a design problem. Yaesu has been pretty good 
about fixing the rigs and applying any firmware/hardware mods to any rig 


sent in for warranty service. In some parts of the country the wait has 
stretched out a bit. They have sold over 10K in this country and more every 
day, plus who knows how many in Japan. Again, the larger numbers of rigs 
going down may simply be due to the stats of breakdown rates and a larger 
baseline demographic. I have four ham friends in the area with 817s, plus 
mine makes 5. One of them blew the finals on his. The rest are still running 
just fine with no problems. 


Me, I am thinking of buying another to use as an IF for my satellite stuff 
. that is how much I like mine.

As I mentioned several days back, time to submit nominations for possible 
induction into the QRP Hall of Fame is very limited this year since the 
January issue of the QRP Quarterly was very late. In fact, there was some 
question whether it would be done at all this year since it was so late and 
there was no one to run the process this time. (I had asked to be relieved 
of the duty several months ago, but they had trouble finding someone to take 
it over.) I just volunteered to come out of retirement and do it again this 
year, so it is going ahead as usual but with a very compressed time frame. 


The QRP Hall of Fame is a program of the QRP ARCI to honor those who have 
made outstanding contributions with QRP or to the QRP community. There are 
about 2 dozen people who have been inducted thus far. You can find more info 
about the program at the web site, www.qrparci.org. Click the appropriate 
spot to enter the site, then click on HoF at the top. That will take you to 
a page which lists those inducted thus far, along with some guidelines for 
submitting nominations. (Although run by the QRP ARCI, membership is not 
required to nominate someone, nor is membership required to be inducted.) 


The call for the nominations in the QRP Quarterly, plus the web page and my 
recent post all say to send nominations to the sec/treasurer, Mark Milburn, 
KQOI. He was collecting them until/if someone was found to run it this year. 
He has since forwarded them to me, and I will be sending out 
acknowledgements to those people later today to let them know they were 
received. 


If anyone else wants to submit a nomination, send it directly to me via 
e-mail. One rule remains the same as years past: when I get it, I will send 
you an acknowledgement. If you do not get that within a couple of days, send 
it to me again. The e-mail system is far from 100% reliable, and I'd hate to 
see someone lose a chance at being inducted into the HoF because a 
nomination never made it. 


Another rule remains the same: if you nominate someone, you must do more 
than simply throw out a name. You must give some rationale for that person 
being inducted. Give some facts, examples, etc of what they have done. You 
believe the person is worthy of being inducted, but you have to convince the 
voting body :-) 


Deadline: The deadline for receipt of nominations is midnight my time

> The FT-817 isn't a dream rig for CW for the following reasons: 

> 

> 1. The stock filter is much too wide. There is an optional 500 Hz CW 
filter. 


2. It's doesn't have full QSK. You can almost get QSK by setting the T/R 
delay very low, but it's relay switched, so it is noisy. 


3. The first code element sent after switching to transmit is shortened 
somewhat. 


4. The IMD dynamic range, and especially the close-in IMD dynamic range 
(a bigger deal on CW than on SSB, because the signals are narrower) 
isn't competitive with the best designs. 

5. Changing the keyer speed requires going into the menus. 

6. There are no CW memories. 

None of these are deal-breakers; the 817 is certainly useable on CW, 


especially with the optional CW filter. But it won't make you give up 
your K2.
